Are: not 
the people here restrained by:a fear of 
being visited with summary vengeance 
in the event of brooking his will, and 
incurring the displeasure of the one- 
man-power, as much as by any innate 
reverence for it? Do they not ever and 
anon gay that t dare not do so and so, 
or their throdfs Wobld be urdercd cut? 
And if: this fear exists, no matter’ 
whether there are any just grounds of 
apprehension for it, is it the kind of a 
union that results from a healthy one, 
and in consenance with. the genius of 
this Republic? We trow not! We 
hazzard the opinion that to-day there 
are as many men and women in Utah 
Territory in the Mormon Church, that 
tear the Prophet as there are who love 


him, and that-O. P. belongs’to the for- 


mer classe. Petty tyrants exist in 
great numbers in Europe, Asia and 
Africa who can boast of fully as much 
union and obedience from their subjects 
as can be claimed for the prophet here. 
Perhaps a Shah in Persia, a Rajah 
among the Hindoo, a Nabob among the 
Sepoys of India produce as effective a 
union. The subjects of the King of 
Dahomey or Timbueteo are governed 
with as much harmony as the Saints in 
Utah. So by a parity of reason they 
would make good, excellent citizens of 
a republic; and their slavish cringing 
tu the dictum of one man make them wor- 
thy of commendation. The writer has

“Utah has claimed her rights; she 
asks no more. She has established, 
both by her laws and her execution of 
the same, the most perfect equality for 
all American citizens. In that Terri- 
tory all religious -denominations enjoy 
equal rights and privileges; no one is 
Sproscribed ; no one is molested in their 
religious rights and worship. All clas- 
ses of persons of whatever sect or creed 
whether religious or irreligious, are 
equally ‘aang in person or property, 
from violence, persecution, and all un- 
lawful or criminal acts. No ecclesias- 
tical body has any preferences in law. 
«alta can claim no privilege 
in law over the Methodist, Jew, Mahom- 
etan or Chinese. The records of the 
courts of Utah show an impartiality in 
the administration of justice: The mer- 
chants, bankers, and all other profes- 
sions calling themselves “Gentiles,” 
who have been citizens of the Territory 
for years, have been equally protected 
by law with the “Mormons,” as_ their 
own. testimony and the decisions of the 
courts abundantly show.” 


Really it is alittle cloudy whether 
American citizens are protected by the 
Constitution of the United States or by 
the liberality of the Saints in Utah. 
The fact appears to be that the writer 
to round a rhetorical period, or for 
some othér purpose, wrings in a sen- 
tence or two from the Declaration of In- 
dependence, to astonish the natives of 
the British Isles with his familiarity 
with the fundamental law of the land. 

QO. P. should be a trifle more circum- 
spect in his writings, and while we are

We 
hazzard the opinion that to-day there 
are as mauy men and women in Utah 
Territory in the Mormon Church, that 
fear the Prophet as there are who love 
him, and that O. P. belongs to the for- 
mer class, Petty tytants exist in 
great numbers in Europe, Asia and 
Africa who-ean boast of fully as much 
union and obedience from their subjects 
as can be claimed for the prophet here. 
Perhaps a Shah in Persia, a Rajah 
among the Hindoo, a Nabob among the 
Sepoys of India produce as effective a 
union. The subjects of the King of 
Dahomey or Timbueteo are governed 
with as much harmony as the Saints in 
Utah. So by a parity of reason they 
would make good, excellent citizens of 
a republic; and their slavish cringing 
tv the dictum of one man make them wor- 
thy of commendation. The writer has 
evideatly fallen into a grievous error in 
his estimate of republics, and those who 
are to become its citizens. The very 
idea of a government of that kind im- 
plies a majority and. a minority; but 
here it is intimated, if not declared, that 
one hundred theusand souls are obedi- 
ent to the beck of one man, subject to 
the smallest kind of a minority, in all 
that pertains to religion and politics.

but certainly his remarks on_ Constitu- 
tional law will hardly impress anyone 
who has ever read that instrument 
with any care, that he is either a safe 
or an authorized expounder of it. 

It i8 Of course equisitely kind, liber- 
al and generous in the writer to main- 
tain and affirm that the Constitution of 
the United States guarantees to every 
individual “protection in life and pro- 
perty, in liberty and the pursuit of hap- 
piness, in freedom of speech and of con- 
ecience, and perfect freedom in religious 
worship,” in one breath, and in the 
‘next to make this declaration: 

“Utah has claimed her rights; she 
asks no more. She has established, 
both by her laws and her execution of 
the same, the most perfect equality for 
all American citizens. In that Terri- 
tory all religious denominations enjoy 


equal rights and privileges; no onc is 
roscribed; no one is molested in their 


religious rights and worship. All clas- 


ses of persons of whatever sect or creed 
whether religious or irreligious, are 
equally in person or pr 
from violence, persecution, and all un- 
lawful or criminal acts. No ecclesias- 
tical body has any preferences in law. 
The “Mormon” can claim no privilege 
in law over the Methodist, Jew, Mahom- 
etan or Chinese. The records of the 
courts of Utah show an’ impartiality in 
the administration of justice: The mer- 
chants, bankers, and all other profes. 
sions calling themselves “Gentiles,” 
who have been citizens of the Territory 
for years, have been equally protected 
by law with the “Mormons,” as their 
own testimony and the decisions of the 
courts abundantly show.” 

Really it is alittle cloudy whether 
American citizens are protected by the 
Constitution of the United States or by 
the liberality of the Saints in Utah. 
The fact appears to be that the writer 
to round a rhetorical period, or for 
some other purpose, wrings-in sen- 
tence or two from the Declaration of In- 
dependence, to astonish the n&tives of 
the British Isles with his familiarity 
with the fundamental law of the land. 
QO. P. should be a triflemore circum- 
spect in his writings, and while we are 
glad that he claims to be intensely 
loyal, we do now protest against his 
determination to “thrust the enemies of 
the government down to hell” as being 
uncharitable, and not the kind of pun- 
ishment recognized by the laws. Be- 
sides, were he to do so, a goodly num- 
ber of the Saints here would fare rough- 
ly, as the result of his exuberant patri-
